Mass., July 17,1769 graduated at Harvard Uni 
yersity at tho age of 18, with i high honors ant 
in tho same class with his friend and relative 
John Quincy Adams. In 5796 he married Misi 
Grcenleaf of Boston, daughter of tho Hon. Wil 
1'mtn Greenleaf, and lived with his wife nearl; 
fifty years, Mrs. Cranch having died at Wash 
ington.Scpt. 16, 1343. As tho Reporter of tho 
Decisions of the U. S. Supremo Court, the au 
thor of the Opinions of the Circuit and District 
Court, and as tho Judge and Chief Judge, of tho 
highest Court in tho District, his labors for 
more than fifty years wero arduous in tho ex 
tremo.

Why are laws passed 
to restrain the liquor vender in his work of 
death? 'BecnuBe the Church had, by washing 
her oxvn. hands, prepared the way for this step.. 
And why does Slavery now exist in this nation 
-r^nye,..ind rampantly demand extension 1 Be- 
CBUSO it. had found an aifyluiu in the Church of 
God.' -She has— and our hearts sadden at the 
fact— she has baptized it afc her altars, conse- 
crated it to her sacred offices, nnd fostered it 
as n. child, if not as a lavorite of Heaven ! 


Nor ia the M. 13. Church clear in this matter. 


We say not Hint eho U more guilty than other 
chureheit; still, the circumstance, that a man 
holds human beings in bondage, furnishes no bar 
to his membership, shows that she is in fault. 


And it U this connection of the Church with 


the "»um of »11 .Tillanles,": which gives it char- 
acter, and it is its character and respectability, 
which gives 'it continued "existence. Indeed, 
we hesitate not, to give it as our .decided opin- 
ion, thatif the American Church should assume 
u proper position on thin subject, slavery "in this 
nation would 'Vanish like the dew' before tho 
riiiing sun. And shall any part of the responsi- 
bility of its continuance fall on the M. 32. 
Church 1 ;FaIl there'it must, as long as our 
present policy exists. ' And this policy will ex- 
ist 'until the law-making body in our Church 
shall bo composed of men whoso conscience 
will not-allow them to condemn slavery in the 
abstract, and favor it in tho concrete — to de- 
nounce ,it in tho S.tute, and tolerate it in the 
Clitirch. 


Your Committee have. received two inomori- 


ali' from 'Quarterly Conferences; asking that 
such men may be. selected •'as delegates to the 
hext'Gcne'nil Conference as will give their un- 
divided influence in favor of H rule orsuch leg- 
inlation that slmll fix a time nut fur distant when 
slavery in thcAI.Ji. church shall forever cenBO." 
The object'contempliit'.-d in tlit-so memorials 
.wo most hunrtily iipprtive, and, we doubt not. 
n decided iiidjurity of this body take tho same 
view of this matter. There may, however.be 
a diversity of opinion as to tho uiKiiner of se- 
curing the object. .We have already heard the 
suggestion, " let ns instruct our delegates to 
carry out our views." This might suffice on 
questions- of mere policy -or propriety, but 
where conscience is concerned, and where mat- 
ter of such moment as now cluster around tlie 
slavery question are ponding, merely instruct- 
ing our delegates, is totally inadequate to the 
end. Xor does your Committee believe that 
pledges-made, even by good men, in view of an 
election, are alone fiiifticient. 
In fine, wo know of no other way of secur- 


ing the object desired in tho memorials, than 
by selecting men as delegates who are known 
to be in favor of Biich a nile as is mentioned, 
and who are known by their votes to have been 
in favor of it while as yet the issue of the bat- 
tle over it in this Conference, hung in doubt.
